"Bob" Fraser Tells of Trench 
Mortar Work. 



HUN WIRE NON-EXISTENT. 



KcGill Graduate Commanded Bat- 
tery During Opening Stages 
of the Drive. 



ON HEADQUARTERS STAFF. 



Commanding a British trench mor- 
tar battery in the front line during 
the opening days of the offensive on 
the .Somme, was 2nd. Lieut, R. A. 
Fraser, Arts '16, who tells In a graphic 
way of his experience In a letter re- 
ceived by a friend at the University. 
2nd Lieut, Fraser was a member of the 
McGUI Contingent, C.O.T.C., when he 
enlisted with a classmate, Harry C, 
Heatty (now a lieutenant In the Can- 
adian artillery), and with T. A. Wil- 
liams. Sci. '15, now also a lieutenant. 
In the Canadian artillery, then under- 
going organization at Kingston, out. 
2nd Lieut. Fraser rose to the rank of 
sergeant, and after some months' ser. 
vice with this Canadian unit was 
transferred to the Royal Field Artil- 
lery, with bis present rank. His let- 
ter, which is most interesting, reads 
as follows: — 

"I am sure you think I was never 
going to answer your long. Interesting 
letter, which 1 received over a month 
(tgo. 1 got It Just before we went into 
the line for the 'bis push,' und a» I 
was afraid to take it up there with 
me in case it fell into the hands of 
some friendly Hosche along With 
yours truly, 1 destroyed it and care- 
lessly forgot to keep the address. ( . 

"1 was glad to hear that you had 
got Into a munitions factory. Hustle 
those shells along. We can send over 
ill you ship us across, although I must 
say there seems to be tons of muni- 
tions at present, as old Fritz Is find- 
ing out to his loss and chagrin. 

"We are out of action now, and 
have be'en so for about three weeks. 
However, we went through the first 
phase of t In- advance in the South, 
and I tell you wc had a hot time of It, 
too. Our trench mortar battery's job 
along with several others, was to cut 
j the wire in front of the Rosehe front 
(line during the six-day bombardment 
which preceded the attack. We did 
j our tusk well, for the Infantry got 
through and snid the wire was prac- 
tically non-existent, Everybody was 
pleased with our work, and we got u 
I line congratulatory order from the 
General, It was great fiin observing 
; My brother-officer and myself used 
to stand up on top of our own front 
line parapet and we were not sniped 
•it once, for the*guns kept the Bosches 
underground In great style. During 
the last few days we had some whizz- 
bangs anil 6.9*8 lnnd too close to be 
comfortable, but we escaped without 
a scratch, although we had some close 
shaves. It was the greatest sport In 
the world watching . the wire and 
sticks fly about when our bombs land- 
ed In the wire. I wouldn't have missed 
It for a fortune. 

"Then came the day for the. infan- 
try to go over, and It was a treat to 
see the way those chaps went over 
the open. It was absolutely splendid, 
and they had the Bosches entirely at 
their mercy. The prisoners came hack 
to our trenches In droves. You some- 
times saw 18 or 20 of the blighters es- 
corted by two or three of our Tom- 
mies. They didn't show much fight 
once our lads got Into the trenches. 
However, for the next two days the 
Bosche artillery started In on us, and 
nractlcally obliterated our positions. 
I often wonder how we came out of It 
alive, hut we had done our Job, and 
after 4» hours of absolute Hell on 
earth, they took us out for a rent nf- 
ter n 10-day spell of It In the trenches. 
The strain on one's nerves was ter. 
rible, and towards the end I began to 
feel as if I couldn't stand much more 
of It. The sights one saw Just about 
turned your heart sick ... I tell 
you It was ghastly and made you 
thank Qod you were alive. Then there

No offi- 
cial announcement has yet been made 
of Dr. Armstrong's appointment, but 
McOill Dally understands that this 
will follow In the course of a few 
days, all the preliminaries necessary 
having been carried out. It Is said 
that Dr. Armstrong has uccepted the 

' position, und following the official 
announcement of his appointment, will 
leave for England to take up work 
there at the headquarters of the Can- 
adian medical services in J.ondon. 

Dr. Armstrong will bo the seventh 
member of the Faculty of Medicine 
to serve with the Medical Corps, over- 
seus. The Dean of the Faculty, Dr. 

H. S. Blrkett, is offlcer-in-command 
of No. 3 Canadian General Hospital 
(McOill), at present stationed at Bou- 
logne, France. Dr. J. George Adaml, 
Htrathcona Professor of Pathology, Is 

j now In Canada on leave from Eng- 
| land, where he has been chief record- 
[ er of the Canadian medical services. 
Dr. F. G. Finley, Professor of Medi- 
cine, is with the CejA. M. C, with 
the rank of lieutenant-colonel; Dr. T. 
A. Stnrkey, Strathrona Professor of 
Hygiene, Is In command of the 2nd 
Divisional Sanitary section; Dr. J. 
A. Hutchison, TrofesFor of Surgery, Is 
a lieutenant-colonel in the C.A.M.C..

Further news haH been received of | 
the death of the well-known footballer 
and all-round athlete, Flight Sub- 
Lieut. "Pat" Kennedy, Law '17, who 
enlisted last February In the Koyal 
Naval Air Service. After a short per- 
iod of training In Canada, he criajsed 
over to England, where by his skill 
and daring he proved himself to be a 
reliable and trustworthy aviator. It 
was erroneously reported some time 
ago that he had been killed during a 
Zeppelin raid on England. It has now 
been officially reported that he met 
his death while flying a British scout 
machine, when he collided with an 
aeroplane of a heavier type than his 
own. He fell from a height of 1,800 
feet, and suffered a broken neck. 

In a letter to an undergraduate In 
Law, "Pat's" sister, Miss M. Ken- 
nedy, Toronto, writes an account of 
his death. "You no doubt heard of 
poor Pat's death, which was so sud- 
den and violent. He was killed on 
September 26th while flying a Bristol 
scout machine, when he collided with 
a machine of a much heavier type than 
his own, and smashed his wings, fall- 
ing from a height of 1,600 ft. His neck 
was broken." 

Lieut. Dougall Cushing. 

Eric A. Gushing, Sci. 17, has receiv- 
ed word from England that his bro- 
ther, Lieut. Dougall Cushing, Arts '07, 
Law '10, who was reported missing on 
September 1*. has communicated with 
friends In that country that he fs a 
prisoner In German bands. Lieut. 
Cushing wns a member of the firm of 
Barron and Cushing, udvocates In this 
city, when he entered upon a course 
of training preparatory to Joining the 
Royal Flying Corps overseas. He 
was previously a captain In the cav- 
alry of the Canadian militia, but had 
no difficulty in qualifying as an avia- 
tor. After a period of training in 
England, Lieut. Cushing crossed to 
Prance, and was constantly In action 
until the date upon which he was re- 
ported missing. 

Lieut. Cushing comes of a military 
family. He lias three brothers who are 
In khaki: Lieut. A. Glbb Cushing, Sci. 
'12, who went overseas with the 27tii 
Battery, Canadian Artillery, and ul- 
timately rose to the rank of battery 
sergeant-major. This summer he was 
rewurded with a commission tor his 
good work, and has now returned to 
France In the commissioned ranks. 
Another brother, Pte. Charles Cushing, 
Arts '10, enlisted with the First Uni- 
versities Company, and went to France 
to reinforce the Princess Patricia's 
Canadian Light Infantry. In the 
fighting during the summer he was 
wounded .and has since been In hos- 
pital In England. Geoffrey Cushing, 
a graduate of the Royal Military Col- 
lege, is in the Aviation Corps. Lieut. 
Dougall Cushing, who Is now reported 
a prisoner In England, was a member 
of the Students' Council when an un- 
dergraduate at McGUI.

GET BUSY! 

The Law l'iulergratluate Society has started out with a ven- 
geance to revive the Moot Court, and is deserving of every support 
in order that it may be a sueeesa. The Moek Trials which are 
planned for this term will attempt to do for the Li^Fstudents what 
the Literary and Debating Society has done in the past for the Uni- 
versity in general. Last year the "Lit.," as it is most familiarly 
known, had a somewhat erratic existence, and it does not appear that 
there are any signs of life in the Society this session. This is, to say 
the least, a disgraceful state of affairs in a University the size of Mc- 
Gill. Why even little country schools have their debating contests, 
and it is peculiar if wc cannot have a great number of interest 
ing meetings here. 

The Committee appointed to arrange for the holding of these 
trials camp into existence about one week ago, and it has evidently 
lost no time in making all necessary arrangements. One of the faults 
which marked the .single meeting last year was that {here was no 
time limit for the various speakers, with the result that the proceed- 
ings were somewhat tedious; this has been remedied by the request 
of the committee that the speeches be shorthand to the point. An- 
other commendable feature is that each of the three years of the Fac 
ulty will be represented on the Counsel acting for each of the parties 
interested. 

The benefit of such affairs as these is self-evident, and the stu- 
dents in Law are lucky to have such an opportunity for preliminary 
practice in the presentation of a ease, as stage-fright is often the un 
happy lot of a young lawyer upon his first appearance before tht 
Courts. The ability to present in a logical manner the arguments ii 
a case is something which should be acquired before practice. Lega' 
points are things whicli require preparation in connection with each 
individual case, and are not mere generalities. On the other hand 
the lawyer who is able to speak fluently before a Judge will natur 
ally have more attention paid to his arguments than one who "hums 
ami haws" and is unable to find the proper words in which to ex- 
press his thoughts. 

Why is it that the Literary and Debating Society cannot do simi- 
lar work for the other members of the student body. Athletics have 
not quite the same claim upon the attention of the members of tin 
University, and while the I. U. D. L. is not in operation this year, tin 
demand for training along the lines leading to ther objects of that 
Union still exists, and a means of supplying it should be accorded thi 
Students, Many of the freshmen in the College have come from 
schools where debating leagues were in operation, and these men 
would be only too glad to continue their activities along these lines 
An ability to stand up in public and address a meeting is as neces 
sary an acquisition to the education of the modern business man as te 
a similar quality in a successful lawyer. 

While it would not be practicable for the Law Undergrad. and tht 
Literary and Debating Society to couibiue forces in toto, yet if tin 
former can set about the organization of the Moot Courts in such ai 
energetic fashion, surely the latter can follow suit, and arrange a 
number of iuteresting debates for the winter mouths. 



EDITORIAL MOTEI. 

For several years past it has been the custom of the McGill 
branch of the Y. M. C. A. to arrange with one of the big centra! 
churches, a special annual service for the student body. This yeai 
arrangements are for a monthly instead of an annual service, and 
Emmanuel Congregational Church, on Drummond Street, is throw 
ing open its doors, welcoming the students for the evening of Octo 
her 29th. This will be the first of a series of Sunday sermons undei 
the general heading of "Great Questions in the Searchlight of the 
War." Principal E. Griffith Jones, D.D., of Bradford, England, will 
address the student body on the "Character of God." A somewhat 
unusual feature of this service will be the devotion of fifteen min- 
utes at the end to the answering of questions sent up in writing to 
the speaker. Apart altogether from the religious value of an address 
of this kind, student services, which are weekly in other universities, 
are potent in fostering a spirit of fellowship and sociability among 
the student body. The central part of the church has been reserved 
for the students, and those in charge of the arrangements hope' that 
every seat will be occupied.

In the year 1913 the Students' Coun- 
cil were in debt $10,980. Since th.1t 
time, by practising strict economy, 
-■fficient Councils under able leader- 
ships, have not only removed the debt 
but turned it into a surplus of 84.831). 
uttHt year the Council did exceptional- 
ly well, considering the small number 
of members (891), und managed to 
lay by the large sum of $2,890. Every 
uudett, 1 um sure, is pleased to know 
that the credit of the student body 
lus once more been firmly establish- 
ed, and no one has begrudged the 
sacrifice necessary to Insure the re- 
moval of the debt. The question now 
remains as to the fairness of continu- 
ing to lay aside large balances out of 
the present students' funds. Each 
student pays $4,S0 to the Council, and 
the total subscription last year 
imounted to $4, 230. Is it fair to those 
who have paid the universal fee, to 
put by this coming year a sum as 
arge as last year's surplus ($2,690)7 
>o you not think the students are en- 
itled to an expenditure larger than 
17 per cent, of their subscriptions this 
timing year? Some say that funds 
mist be laid aside to pay the Interest 
on the Htudium: that may be true; 
nit is it necessary to lay by 63 per 
■ent. of the students' subscriptions for 
his purpose? We had to find money 
to pity off a large debt; future stu. 
lents will find money to pay the ln- 
erest on the Stadium. I take the view 
hat when good times come again, and 
ve all hope they will come soon, the 
mlitnited seating capacity of the sta- 
llum will soon pay the interest, and 
hat In the meantime more recreation 
night to be offered to the students 
than was the case last year. I do not 
uunsel spending all the Council's re- 
elpts, that would be very unwise, but 
what I am trying to show is that the 
;tudents are entitled to a larger per- 
-entnge of their subscriptions. Now, 
is there are tew athletics going nn 
iround the college these days, what 
should the money be spent on? Man!- 
•>stly something from which all can 
lerive benefit. This brings us back to 
he campus rink. 

Last year 28 full season tickets were 
old, 10 half season and 624 single 
tickets. Probably some. 2fi0 students 
nit of 891 used the. rink at one time 
■r another last year quite a large pro- 
■ortton. It waa not uaed entirely fur 
ecreatlon purposes, as all class hockey 
.vus played there. Last year the total 
expense of the rink was $815, and the 
1-ecelptH were $380. If this club had 
■een open to everyone last year with- 
out any additional fees, the Council 
srould have lost only $380 more, not a 
.-ery large amount. Notwithstanding 
his, last year's Council becat.ie so 
■conomical that everyone had to pur- 
hase a ticket on the night of the Y. 
M. C. A.'s skating party, a thing 
ieldom done before. Is it possible ti. 
run the campus rink this year wlth- 
>ut asking for additional fees? 

The tennis club was also mentioned 
it the meeting. Many will be sur- 
prised fo learn that only 29 students 
were members of this club last year. 
Their subscriptions were $58; the sur- 
>lus from this club was $53. as gradu- 

tes have to pay $3, and outsiders $*. 
This club could easily be opened to 
til those paying the universal fee wit h- 
tut much additional expense to the 
"otincll. •

The loyal Military College of 
Canada. 




THERE arc few national Institution» 
of more value and interest to the 
country than the Royal Military Col- 
lege of Canada. Notwithstanding this. 
Its object and the work It Is accomplish- 
ing are not sufficiently understood by the 
general public. 

The College Is a Government Institu- 
tion, designed primarily for the purpose 
of giving Instructions in all branches of 
military science to Cadets and Officers of 
the Canadian Militia. In fact, It corre- 
sponds to Woolwich and Sandhurst. 

The Commandant and military instruc- 
tors are all officers on the active list of 
the Imperial army, lent for the purpose, 
and there Is In addition a complete staff 
pf professors for the civil subjects 
which form such an Important part of 
the College course. Medical attendance 
Is also provided. 

Whilst the College Is organised on a 
strictly military basis the cadets receive 
a practical and sclentlflo training In 
subjects essential to a sound modern 
education. 

The course Includes a thorough ground- 
ing In Mathematics, Civil Engineering, 
Surveying, Physics, Chemistry, French 
and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the 
College Is one of the most valuable fea- 
tures of the course, and In addition, the 
:onstant practice of gymnastics, drills and 

gutdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures 
faith and excellent physical condition. 
Commissions In all branches of the Im- 
perial service and Canadian Permanent 
Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation la consider- 
ed by the authorities conducting the ex- 
amination for Dominion Land Surveyor 
to be equivalent to a university degree, 
and by the Regulations of the Law So- 
:lety of Ontario, It obtains the same ex- 
emotions as a R.A. degree. 

l >e length of the course Is three years 
In tnree terms of 94 months each. 

The total cost of the course, Includlne 
board, uniform. Instructional material, 
and ail extras Is about 1800. 

The annual competitive examination for 
admission to the college, takes place In 
May of each year, at the headquarters 0 
the several military districts. 

For full particulars regarding this ex- 
amination and for any other Information, 
application should be made to the secre- 
tary of the Militia Council, Ottawa, Ont., 
or to the Commandant, Royal Military 
College, Kingston, Ont.

The third trip of the Railroad 
Transportation students was made 
yesterday to the Turcot roundhouse 
of the Grand Trunk Railway. The 
Turcot house is probably the largest 
and best equipped in Montreal, and its 
equipment is certainly far ahead of the 
ordinary. First, the general layout 
was gone over, and the disposition 
of the incoming stores and supplies 
followed up. Til 3 oil storage tanks 
were of unusual interest, as they are 
by far the most adequate and acces- 
sible of any in the numerous round- 
houses about Montreal. The oil is 
brought in over a regular shed plat- 
form, and emptied Into the storage 
tanks through openings which are 
flush with the floor ot the shed. When 
the oil has been stored, the top of 
the tank is clan>>ed on and pres- 
sure Introduced in the space above the 
oil, forcing it through pipes to the 
store house supply room, where it is 
tapped off when needed.

A contributor to vari- 
ous medical periodicals, Dr. Armstrong 
was one of the editors of the Mont- 
real Medical Journal, and connected 
with a number of other periodicals. 

t'r. Armstrong served as Associate 
Professor of Surgery In the F«culty 
nf Medicine before being promoted to 
the chair of surgery. He is a senator 
■ if the Montrenl Wesleynn Theological 
College. He was president of the 
Canadian Medical Association In 1910. 
nnd I.hh been chief surgeon of the 
Royal Victoria Hospital since 1911. 
Dr. Armstrong holds the degree of 
1.I..D. from Queen'R University, Kings- 
ton. :ind Is n member of various learn- 
ed MClettea.

Mr. W. B. Campbell Describes 
Oases Used at the Front — 
Shows German Helmets. 

The first meeting of the McGill 
Chemical Society for the session i»l ti- 
ls 17, was held yesterday afternoon in 
the McUill Chemistry building at 5 
p.m. 

Mr. W. B. Campbell gave an inter- 
esting account of the gases used at the 
front, and described the protection 
provided against them. 

Gas was first employed by the Ger- 
mans, and consisted of a mixture of 
chlorine and bromine. Later on twenty 
to sixty per cent, of phosgene were 
added to chlorine, this gas mixture 
proving very dangerous on account of 
th.; poisonous effect of phosgene. , 

Mr. Campbell showed the different 
Rinds of gas helmets which were em- 
ployed to filter out the poisonous 
guses. Captured German gas helmets 
were also exhibited. Although these 
were more complicated than those 
used by the Allies, experiment had 
shown that they were not nearly so 
efficient.

The ardors of the would be physi- 
cian are to be increased at Columbia 
University, Rulings Just made by tiie 
faculty of the College of Physlciuns 
and Surgeons indicate thut the path 
of the medical students who hence- 
forth shirk their duties will be de- 
ctdedly thorny. 

Beginning in May of 1917 the stu- 
dent who fails in two or more of his 
Courses In any one year will be au- 
tomatically dismissed from the medi- 
cal course, and cannol matriculate 
again. 

The student who fails in only one 
course In the spring examinations may 
work off his deficiency during the 
summer or In tests given annually 
in September, but if he fails to do so, 

he will be required to repeat lb.' work 
of the entire previous year. Including 
the courses which he passed us well 
us the one in which ho "flunked." 

a third regulation is thnt no stu- 
dent may spend more than five years 
in completing the four year course. 
Thnt meuns that If u student falls 
once anil repeats his previous year's 
Work, any subsequent failure In any 
BUbJeCt will cause his Immediate dis- 
missal from the course, unless the de- 
ficiency is removed by a successful 
negotiation of the fall deficiency ex- 
amination, 

According to Dr. Samuel W. Lam- 
bert, denn of the Collece of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons the likelihood Is 
that women will not be admitted to 
medl^nl studies until S»otnm>>er, 1!>I8. 

The trustées of Columbia University 
bv a vote Inst snrlmr authorised the 
Remission of wom«n to the medical 
srhool but action cannot be taken to 
take advantage of that step until ne.
